Missouri went Republican 
in the election yesterday by a 
majority approaching land- 
slide proportions. James P. 
Kem, Kansas City lawyer, was 
elected United States Senator 
over the Democratic incum- 
bent, Frank P. Briggs, by 
more than 56,000, and nine of 
the 13 Congressional districts 
geturned Republican ma- 


-jorities. one 
Kem had a lead of 56,346 over 
Briggs this afternoon on returns 
from 4397 of the 4528 precincts in 
the state. With only 131 precincts 
unreported Kem had a total of 
558,973 and Briggs 502,627. 

The result reflected a desire of 
the voters for a change in the na- 
tional administration after 14 
years of Democratic rule, disgust 
with war restrictions which car- 
tied over to peacetime, and, 
‘through the defeat of Enos A. Ax- 
tell for Congress in the Fifth 
(Kansas City) district, was a di- 
rect repudiation of President Tru- 
man.

receipt of complete returns. This 
is about 175,000 higher than in 
1942. the last midterm election. 
Of this increase 44,942 was in St. 
Louis and 19,139 in St. Louis 
county. 

PAC Not Effective. 

The campaign of the CIO-PAC, 
which had its principal strength 
in St. Louis, did not appear to 
have a marked effect, Briggs los- 
‘ing St. Louis to Kem by 6689, and 
Representative John B. Sullivan 
losing to Claude I. Bakewell in 
ithe Eleventh district by 1916.

LIBRARY TAX BOOST 
WINS BY VOTE OF 
120,642 TO 77,924 


The proposition to increase the 
library tax levy from 4 to 6 cents 
on each $100 of property valua- 
tion was approved 120,642 to 77,- 
924 by St. Louis voters yesterday. 
This will give the Public Library 
$240,000 additional annual income 
for operating expenses, 


Submission of the proposal to 
voters was decided on last July by 
the Board of Aldermen at the re- 
quest of the library board of di- 
rectors, which pointed out that 
additional income was essential to 
continuance of library service. The 
annual report of the library last 
June showed 254 resignations of 
personnel—almost a 100 per cent 
turnover—during the year because 
the library could not pay higher 
salaries. In the same period home 
circulation of books increased 
from 2,100,579 to 2,170,525. 

The proposal had the backing of 
40 civic and educational organiza- 
tions and of a citizens’ committee, 
which conducted an active cam- 
paign to convince voters of the li- 
brary’s need,

St. Louis went Republican in 
yesterday’s election by substantial 
pluralities in the city-wide vote, 
while Democratic districts stood 
out sharply across a broad central 
belt from the river to the western 
limits. 

Although St. Louis was carried 
by James P. Kem, the Republican 
Senator-elect, it was by a much 
smaller plurality than that of 
most of the Republicans elected 
to local offices. Kem’'s lead here 
was 6933. Fwo of the three St. 
Louis Congressmen will be Repub- 
licans, reversing the present sit- 
uation, Congressman Walter C. 
Ploeser (Rep.), re-elected, carried 


the cityr portion of his district 
this time as well as St. Louis 
county, although last time he lost 
the city part. 

City Offices, Library Tax. 


All the Republican nominees for 
city offices vere elected. 
the three State Senators elected 
are Republicans, as are 11 of the 
Five of 
the nine men elected to the new 
offices of Magistrates are Repub- 
licans, 

The 10 Circuit Judges, the Pro- 
bate Judge and a judge of Court 
of Criminal Correction, running on 
their records, without opponents, 
under the non-partisan judicial 
system, were retained in office for 
new terms. 

The proposal for a 50 per cent 
increase in the Public Library 
tax, which had general sufport, 
and no organized opposition, won 
by 42,718 votes, 


63.7 Per Cent Turnout, 

Total vote cast in the unofficial 
returns was 232,325, or 63.7 per 
cent of the registration of 364,- 
699. This was the heaviest vote 
cast in St. Louis since the presi- 
dential election of 1944 and the 
mayoral election of 1941. The pro- 


»portion of registered voters who 


cast ballots was appreciably 
greater than in the last compara- 
ble off-year election, 1942, which 
was in wartime, before provision 
for military ballots. However, the 
relative volume of voting was 
considerably lower than in the 
majority of other off-year elec- 
tidns of the last quarter-century. 

As usual, the biggest vote was 
for the top of the ticket—United 
States Senator this time. On the 
separate ballots for the library 
tax increase and a constitutional 
amendment about 35,000 fewer 
votes were cast than for Senator, 
while on the other separate ballot, 
the nonpartisan judicial ticket, 
60,000 to 65,000 fewer voters ex- 
pressed themselves.

FALE GUNFUSION 


Swing to Right Does Not 
Indicate Change in For- 


eign Policy — Confu- 
sion, Controls, Commu- 
nism Factors.

WASHINGTON, Nov. 6—The 
Republican party, riding a wave 
of resentment against the Roose- 
velt-Truman administration, has 
been swept into national and state 
offices. 

American voters, in record num- 


bers for a mid-term election, chose 
a Republican House by a substan- 
tial majority and a Senate with 
an outright majority of 2 to 4 
members, These majorities, plus 


the conservative Democrats, will 
give the Republicans control of 
both Houses. These positive ma- 
jorities carry Republican responsi- 
bility for a legislative program in 
the Eightieth Congress. 

The swing of the pendulum to 
the right—to “normalcy” — was 
greater than Republican spokes- 
men had dared predict with con- 
fidence. It was also contrary to 
the recently expressed political 
choice of the rest of the world, 
In degree, though not in direc- 
tion, it was comparable to the 
leftward switch of the British vot- 
ers last year .when Winston 
Churchill and his Conservative 
government were ousted by the 
Labor party, 

No Change in Foreign Policy. 

But just as Foreign Minister 
Bevin has followed the interna- 
tional policies of his conservative 
predecessor, Anthony Eden, the 
American foreign policy, under the 
present bipartisan arrangement, 
will continue to be that of Secre- 
tary of State Byrnes and Senator 
Vandenberg (Rep.) of Michigan, 
who was re-elected by an impres- 
sive majority although he made 
no personal campaign. 

On the specific issue of rela- 
tions with Soviet Russia, the vot- 
ers seemingly repudiated the soft 
approach by former Secretary of 
Commerce Henry A. Wallace and 
Senator Claude Pepper of Florida. 
The Republicans, including those 
who still have “isolationist” ten- 
dencies, are likely to demand a 
“firmer” or a “tougher” attitude 
toward the Kremlin. 

The election was a repudiation 
of the New Deal. At last the Re- 
publicans were able to put over 
their four Cs campaign, charging 
controls, confusions, corruption 
and Communism were responsible 
for the country’s plight. 

Truman Will Get Blame. 

President Truman, who re 
mained inexplicably silent through 
the campaign, will get most of the 
blame for the Democratic disaster, 
although it is probable that, had 
President Roosevelt lived, the re- 
sults would not have been much 
different. Disgruntled Democrats 
are saying today, however, that 
“it wouldn't have been so bad un- 
der F.D.R.”

WASHINGTON, Nov. 6 
(AP)—Republicans won con- 
trol of both House and Senate 


j\of the Eightieth Congress to- 


day in a landslide that over- 
turned the Democrats for the 
first time in 15 years. 

The result meant a Congress 
meeting in January politically 
divided from the White House. 
Tradition pointed a favorable 
finger toward Republican cap- 
ture of the White House two 
years hence. 

The G.O.P, went over the top 
for House control in tabulations of 
late returns at 11:50 am. A few 
minutes later Arthur B. Watkins, 
Republican candidate, won a vic- 
tory in Utah which gave his party 


undisputed possession of the Sen- 
ate, 

Watkins defeated Senator Abe 
Murdock, Democrat, who usually 
has been listed as a supporter of 
the policies of President Truman’s 
administration. 


The size of the Republican 
landslide mounted hourly on late 
returns from the congressional 
elections. 

With 399 House races decided, 
the G.O.P. had 237 seats clinched 
and the Democrats 180. A ma- 
jority is 218. Eleven of the 17 
| districts where election counting 
| was inconclusive are represented 
by Republicans in the present 
Congress. 

3 States Undecided. 

The party was assured of 51 of 
96 Senate seats. Democrats had 
42 seats and their candidates 
led in Maryiand, West Virginia 
and New Mexico, the three states 
where Senate races were not 
settled. 

In a victory that shook the 
Democratic party to its founda- 
tion from coast to toast, the Re- 
publicans won decisively in such 
big states as New York, where 
they re-elected Gov. Thomas E.

Italian Ambassador Alberto 
Tarchian! told the Foreign Min- 
isters that the proposal to put the 
Trieste territory under the United 
Nations Securiy Council was un- 
acceptable because “of its human 
injustice, its practical inefficiency 
its denial of democratic principles 
and its failure to carry out the 
hopes held forth to all nations by 
the Atlantic Charter.” 

Cites Big Power Veto. 

Tarchiani asserted that the ex- 
istence of the great power veto in 
the Security Council would pre- 
vent that mody from effectively 
safeguarding the Trieste territory, 
with its large Italian population, 
against outside interference. 

The Yugoslav spokésman sought 
to reépen the whole dispute over 
the eastern boundary of _ the 
Trieste area. 

The concessions proposed by 
Yugoslavia on its position taken 
mt the Paris peace conference 
were 

Frontier — Proposal to in- 
crease the international terri- 
tory of Trieste 44 square kilom- 
eters, or approximately onethird 
over the previous Yugoslav posi- 
tion. 

Trieste— Proposal to renounce 
the request that the Trieste gov- 
ernor be a Yugoslav and agree- 
ment to have him appointed by 
the United Nations Security 
Council instead of by the Tri- 
este popular assembly. Yugo- 
slavia also withdrew its request 
to maintain a garrison in the in- 
ternational territory after it is 
set up. 

Yugoslavia did not withdraw its 
hreat to refuse to sign the 
Italian treaty if more favorable 
terms for Yugoslavia were not in- 
cluded and told the Big Four that 
Yugosiavia’s views on the pro- 
posed Italian-Yugoslay frontier re- 
main unchanged from Paris. 

Simic told the Big Four that the 
proposed French line would have 
“deplorable” economic effects and 
even more “serious deplorable po- 
litical and moral consequences.” 

Cites East-West Differences. 

Simic referred to the wide. dif- 
ferences between the East and 
West over the type of govern- 
ment to be set up in Trieste, Brit- 
ain and the United States want to 
place strong powers in the hands 
of the governor and make the 
popular assembly for the time be- 
ing only a recommending body. 
The Soviet Union and Yugoslavia 
wish to make the governor a mere 
figurehead under an all-powerful 
popular assembly. 

After hearing the Italian spokes- 
man, the Foreign Ministers ad- 
journed until Friday. 

At last night’s session, disputes 
over the Italian peace treaty grew 
s0 sharp that Foreign Minister 
Molotov of Russia accused Secre- 
tary of State Byrnes of trying to 
deliver an “ultimatum” to the 
council to force it to take an ac- 
tion considered unfavorable to Yu- 
gosiavia, 


In one issue after another, 
Molotov showed up on the minor- 
ity side of stalemated issues in 
the projected Italian peace treaty, 
background of the Trieste fight.

At Paris, Yugoslavia threatened 
not to sign the Italian treaty with 
a strong U.N. control provision in 
it.

lagoon, which is back of his home 
in Freeport. 
McDonald said he would have 
the spot dragged to recover the 
machinery. 

The district attorney and de- 
tectives went out to the Nickel 
home last night and played a huge 


lagoon but were unable to see 
anything. 
Points Out the Spot. 


Then Nickel came out of the 
house, McDonald said, went into 
one of his boats tied up at the 
pier and from the bow pointed to 
a spot in the water where McDon- 
ald said he told him a checkwrit- 
er, rubber stamps and other ar- 
ticles would be found, 


Today Nickel was held in $100,- 
000 bail on grand larceny and for- 
gery charges. He was remanded 
to jail after his formal arraign- 
ment. Nickel had waived a hear- 
ing and was held for grand jury 
action in the case, 

Two other men, arraigned on 
the same charges in the case, were 


also waived hearings and awaited 
action by the grand jury. 

They were Isadore Rappaport, 
45 years old, president of the Ul- 
tima Optical Instrument Co., and 
Joseph Millsteain, 45, New York 
City merchandising man.

MAN FOUND SHOT TO DEATH 
AFTER HE WOUNDS HIS WIFE 


Leon Herring, Negro, 1023 North 
Compton avenue, was found dead 
today in an automobile parked in 
the 2700 block of North Taylor 
avenue, a bullet wound in his 
abdomen, shortly after he had 
shot and seriously wounded his 
wife.

Mr. Bass thought 
that perhaps we would devote a 
column to the Federal Security 
Agency—so we're going to tell a 
little story which we hope will en- 
lighten our readers with a phase of 
social security which, we are in- 
formed, is overlooked or ignored 
by hundreds of thousands of work- 
ers and their families. Here’s the 
story: (Names are fictitious). 

Johnnie Jones, a young man, was 
known to grumble, from time to 
time, about the “deducts” from 
his pay check. Social security was 
far off for him. Sixty-five years of 
age—retirement age—was thirty or 
more years away. Well, Johnnie 
unfortunately lost his life in an 
accident. Jane, his wife, and Ruthie, 
aged six, survived. Johnnie had 
never told his wife very much 
about Social Security. She had a 
vague recollection that when John- 
nie and she attained the age of 
sixty-five they would get somé 
checks from the government. 


But somebody took an interest in 
Mrs. Jones and told her the facts. 
She called on the Social Security 
Administration in her town (there 
are more than four hundred offices 
throughout the country) and made 
some inquiries. She learned that 
she and her little daughter, were 
entitled to checks beginning imme- 
diately. These checks will come 
every month, until little Ruthie 
attains the age of eighteen. Since 
Ruthie 1s now six years of age these 
checks will come to mother and 
daughter each month for twelve 
years. After that, the checks will 
_ cease coming but when Mrs. Jones 
becomes sixty-five years of age, 
she will again receive a check each 
month-—for life. 

This recorder wanted to know if 
survivors’ benefit features of the 
Social Security Act were generally 
well known, so he made a survey 
among his co-workers and was 
greatly surprised to find so many 
who didn’t know the facts. Do you?

mittedly | fruitless fight, was re- 
elected to Congress in the Twelfth 
district over Henry W. Simpson by 
more ‘than 30,000, the biggest ma- 
jority he has ever had, 

The sole Democrat to win for 
Congress in St. Louis was Frank 
M. Karsten in the Thirteenth dis- 
trict, represented for many years 
by John J. Cochran; over Alfred 
L. Grattendick. Owing to _ the 
great strength Cochran had with 
Republicans as well as Democrats, 
it had been impossible to forecast 
the result in this election, in which 
Cochran was not a candidate be- 
cause of illness. Karsten, Coch- 
ran’s secretary, defeated Gratten- 
dick by 7298. 

The vote throughout the state 
showed a decrease in Democratic 
strength and an increase in Re- 
publican, although there was not 
the stay-at-home Democratic vote 
which had been expected. Demo- 
crats voted in the strong Demo- 
cratic counties, where usually 
they show little interest in mid- 
term elections, but the Repub 
lican vote was in strength in those 
counties also, In most of them 
the Democratic vote in proportion 
to the whole vote showed a de- 
cline. 

G.O.P. Error in Strategy. 

Through an error in political 
strategy the Republicans came 
near losing the First and Second 
Congressional districts. They sent 
“fire alarm” speakers into these 
districts. The speeches, while 
possibly adding somewhat to the 
Republican vote, served principal- 
ly to arouse the Democrats, who 
went to the polls in greater num- 
bers than they probably other- 
wise would have. 

With the election of Kem, the 
Republicans will control both Mis- 
souril seats in the United States 
Senate for the first time’ since 
Civil War reconstruction days. 
During the last 25 years there has 
been one Republican Senator most 
of the time, but always in that 
period there has been one Demo- 
crat and sometimes two. 

The Eighth Congressional Dis- 
trict, the result in which appeared 
somewhat doubtful on early re- 
turns, became certainly Republi- 
can as reports from missing pre- 
cincts trickled in today. With 52 
precincts yet to report, Parke M. 
Banta (Rep.), held a lead of 2548 
over Representative A. J. 8. Car- 
nahan (Dem.). Banta'’s lead may 
be cut slightly, as 31 of the unre- 
ported precincts are in counties 
which are being carried by Demo 
cratic candidates, while 21 are in 
Republican counties, The _ out- 
standing vote, however, could not 
wipe out Banta’s lead. 


Revolt tn Kansas City. 

The Republicans derived greater 
satisfaction in the election of Al- 
bert L. Reeves Jr. to Congress in 
the Fifth district than in any 
other contest. Reeves’s opponent, 
Axtell, was the personal choice of 
President Truman in his determin- 
ation to ‘purge Representative 
Roger C, Slaughter, whose voting 
record in Congress was against 
the President's bills.

Other Republicans who, by win- 
ning handily in their state elec- 
tions, have become presidential 
possibilities are Henry Cabot 
Lodge Jr. of Massachusetts, elec- 
ted to the Senate over the aging 
David IT.

Baldwin of Connecticut, an easy 
victory for the Senate seat held 
by Thomas Cc. Hart (Rep.), and 
Gov.

Truman’s Chances Lessened.

High prices 
for scarce goods counter-balanced 
the pocketbook argument. Na- 
tional Chairman Hannegan did not 
distinguish himself. His failure 
was due in part to White House 
confusion and compromise, as 
typified by the Wallace attacks 
on Secretary Byrnes and Atomic 
Representative Baruch, and by 
the retreats on price control, 

The Democratic leaders hada 
counted on organized labor for the 
margin of victory, particularly in 
the large cities. This did not 
materialize. The CIO-PAC and 
the National] Citizens-PAC, al 
though they generally supported 
Democratic candidates, were not 
as effective as in 1944. 

Question of Blocs, 

It is too early for an analysis 
of the various voting blocs. The 
Deimnocrats publicly argued that 
the increased registration  in- 
creased Democratic’ prospects. It 
appears, however, that the house- 
wives registered so they could 
vote their resentment § against 
scarcities and price control regu 
‘lations. The huge Dewey-lves vote 
in New York City indicates that 
the Negroes are returning to the 
Republican party and that the 
Jewish, Italian and other racial 
blocs were displeased with the Ad

Belgium and The Netherlands 
supported the Egyptian proopsal, 
both criticizing Russia's use of 
the veto power to block member- 
ship for th three countries, The 
western powers had blackballed 
Albania and Mongolia, Soviet 
proteges. 

Dr. J. H. Van Roijen of The 
Netherlands and Louis 8. St. Lau- 
rent of Canada both argued that 
Russia’s objections to the three 
countries fell outside the scope 
of the U.N. charter and they urged 
that the U.N. find some way of de- 
fining morec losely the require- 
ments for membership. 

St. Laurent asid Canada had 
warmly supported Elre’s bid for 
membership and had favored Port- 
ugal’s admission, though it felt 
some doubt about Trans-Jordan’s 
qualifications for membership now. 

“Although many of us didn’t 
agree with Ireland’s role in the 
war, her neutrality proved that 
the Irish people like peace and 
that Ireland was able to carry out 
a policy wanted by the Irish pe0- teen 
ple,” he said. 

With the Egyptian proopsal as 
one step in their plant to give 
the Assembly final authority over

Headquarters Question. 

Meanwhile, a new controversy 
was. developing over a permanent 
site for U.N. headquarters, with 
the United States apparently set 
on San Francisco and Russia on 
Geneva, 

While the Americans won &a 
first-round victory, Russia was lin- 
ing up strong European support 
and possibly some Latin American 
votes for a renewed effort to bring 
Geneva back into the running as 
a possible permanent U.N, home. 

The Russians lost in their at- 
tempt to do so last night in the 
U.N. General Assembly's steering 
committee, while the American 
delegation succeeded in opening 
up the site question to include all 
of Greater New York and San 
Francisco, Heretofore it had been 
restricted to five possible sites in 
the Westchester county-Greenwich 
area. 

American delegates made no 
secret of their support of San 
Francisco as the ultimate U.N. 
home and of their confidence that 
any renewed Soviet maneuver to 
bring Geneva into the picture 
would be defeated.

ATOM BLACKMAIL 
IN MOSCOW TALK 


Chairman of Supreme 
Soviet Speaks on Eve 
of Anniversary of Rus- 
sian Revolution. 


LONDON, Nov, 6 (AP)—Marshal 
A, A, Zhdanov, chairman of the 
Supreme Soviet of the U.S.8.R., de- 
clared in Moscow today that “the 
blood of our people was not shed 
for imperialist expansionists and 
pretenders to world domination— 
for atom blackmailers.” 

Zhdanov spoke before a meeting 
of the Moscow Soviet on the eve 
of the twenty-ninth anniversary 
of the Bolshevist revolution. His 
words were broadcast by the Mos- 
cow radio, 

Prime Minister Stalin had been 
expected to speak, Soviet sources 
in London said they were uncer- 


tin the 


tain whether Stalin would make 
an address later, 

The celebration meeting sent 
greetings to Stalin, whose absence 
was not immediately explained. 
Zhdanov, sometimes mentioned as 
a successor to the Prime Minister, 
quoted Stalin repeatedly and the 
audience applanded each reference 
to him. 

Soviet ‘Program for Peace.’ 

Zhdanov declared that opposi- 
tion had developed—“in particular 
from Britain and the U.S.A.”—to 
th: Soviet program for a “demo- 
cratic peace.’ 

“The peoples of the world, the 
common people who defended lib- 
erty and independence with their 
blood against the German fascists, 
are thirsting for peace,” he said 
amid applause. 

Zhdanov said Russia’s desire 
for “democratic, peaceful develop- 
ment in the world” would prevail 
despite “the anti-Soviet clamor 
of people like Churchill and others 
of like mind”—whom he labeled 
“world imperialists.” 

“The forces working for the 
cause of peace grow constantly,” 
he declared. “The Soviet Union 
is not alone, Millions of people 
abroad support the Soviet Union.” 


Communist Supertlority. 


He said Russia was emerging 
stronger than ever from war con- 
ditions under which a capitalist 
country “would have become a sec- 
ond class power.” 

“IT do not even mention such 
states as the U.S.A. Or Great 
Britain, whose territories were not 
occupied by enemy troops and 
who therefore do not face the 
tasks of the postwar restoration 
of their national economy. 

“Nevertheless, in those countries 
the postwar period is connected 
with grave economic and political 
crises. In the capitalist countries 
the changeover from war to peace 
caused a sharp contraction of the 
market, the fall of the level of 
production, the closing of fac- 
tories, the growth of unemploy- 
ment.” 

Calls for Sacrifices. 


Zhdanov called on the Russian 
people for tremendous sacrifices 
to rebuild the nation’s economy 
but told them: 

“These sacrifices bear no com- 
parison with the sacrifices borne 
by workers and employes in the 
capitalist states—sacrifices which 
are exceedingly great since the 
capitalists do not shoulder the 
burden themselves . . . but shift 
all hardships solely on to the 
workers, peasants and office em- 
ployes.” 

The bulk of Zhadanov’s address 
was devoted to domestic problems. 
He pointed out that Soviet man- 
power must be redistributed into 
peacetime industry and promised 
that consumers’ goods would re 
ceive special attention. A major 
agricultural task, he said, was 
making good the huge livestock 
losses suffered during Nazi occu- 
pation, 

“All measures are /being taken 
to give facilities to scientists to 
develop their work,” he said. 
“Soviet scientists must walk along 
the path of innovations. The level 
of social science must not lag be- 
hind.” 

Anti-Soviet Propaganda, 


Zhadanov charged that anti- 
Soviet propaganda has increased 
United States. 

“Many papers in the United 
States and Britain have special- 
ized in propagating hate and dis- 
trust of the U.8.S.R.,” he said. He 
quoted Henry Wallace as saying 
that “for every inch of anti-Amer- 
ican stuff in the Soviet papers 
there are a thousand inches of 
anti-Soviet material in the United 
States press.” 

We cited a recent American pub- 
lic’ opinion poll which he said 
showed the average American 
“either has no knowledge or dis- 
tortead information about the 
U.S.8.R.” 

“When we shed blood on the 
battlefields,” he said, “they won- 
dered at our courage and patriot- 
ism. But now they libel us. It 
is impossible not to be amazed at 
the indecency of foreign people 
who consider themselves the foun- 
dation of civilization.” 

Message to Stalin. 

The meeting, in its message to 
Stalin, said: 

“The Soviet Union, which played 
a decisive role in the rout of 
Fascism, is working for the estab- 
lishment of a stable and last 
peace; it js following a consistent 
policy which ig approved by the 
peoples of the world. 

“Foreign Minister Molotov’s pro- 
posals concerning disarmament 
are approved as a great contribu- 
tion toward peace. We, the Soviet 
people, approve your answers to 
Hugh Baillie (in a question-and- 
answer statement last week) which 
unmasked the incendiaries of a 
new war. 

“We assure you that we will 
fight for an incessant increase of 
labor productivity, accumulation 
of means and lowering of produc- 
tion costs. We shall fight for the 


strengthening of the might of the 
Soviet State, of its armed forces.”

REPUBLICANS SWEEP 
KANSAS BY 40,000 


Former War Secretary Wood- 
ring, Urging Dry Law Re- 
peal, Beaten for Governor. 


TOPEKA, Kan., Nov. 6 (AP)— 
Traditionally Republican Kansas 
apparently was solidly in the 
G.O.P, fold today fof another two 
years. 

Unofficial returns indicated the 
Republican forces again had won 
the governorship, all six seats in 
the national House of Represent- 
atives, and a full slate of state 
offices. 

The Republicans elected Frank 
Carlson, Sixth District Congress- 
man, as the state's thirtieth gov- 
ernor. Carlson defeated Harry 
H. Woodring (Dem.), former Gov- 
ernor and once Secretary of War 
in the Roosevelt cabinet. 
Woodring conceded he had been 
defeated in the face of what he 
called an apparent “Republican 
tidal wave all over America.” 
Today 2312 of the state’s 2745 
precincts gave Carlson 256,226 and 
Woodring 211,621. 

The election followed one of 
the most spirited governship cam- 
paigns in years. Woodring urged 
repeal of the state’s 66-year-old 
prohibition law.

Lend-lease and UNRRA must be 
made to give a complete account- 
ing of their stewardship, and un- 
necessary employes must be elimi- 
nated.” 

In the Senate, Stvies Bridges, 
New Hampshire, 48, former teach- 
er and agricultural expert, is in 
line for chairmanship of the Ap- 
propriations Committee. He is a 
vigorous exponent of government 
economizing, but not at the ex- 
pense of undermining defense. 

Bridges will be a Senate leadcr 
in investigating Administration 
spending.

By strong-arm economic 
practices they placed A, Hitler & Co, in 
the driver's seat. Why isn’t the power 
behind the throne just as guilty as the 
puppet on the throne?

The Republican Sweep 


Things have come to a hell of a pass 
When a man can't wallop his own jackass. 


—Old Saw. 

It was in that mood that the people of the 
United States went to the polls yesterday and 
the Democratic donkey was roundly trounced for 
the first time since 1930. The GOP has won 
control of both House and Senate so, for the next 
two years, under our inelastic system, we will 
have a Republican Congress and a Democratic 
Administrafion. Unless there is a mutual give 
and take, Mr. Truman may have responsibility 
without power, while Congress has power with- 
out responsibility. 

The Republicans are already tempering the 
joys of victory with a realization of the job that 
lies before them. Carroll Reece, national chair- 
man, for example, says that “it is not an easy 
task that the Republican party faces in the next 
Congress.” The big prize of 1948, to which the 
elephant is now pointing, remains to be won, and 
a midterm sweep does not necessarily insure it. 


An Intact Foreign Policy , 


Various interpretations are being placed upon 
the election, but broad generalizations are dan- 
gerous. A myriad of local issues is always pres- 
ent in congressional races and almost never, at 
midterm, does the victorious party get a clear 
mandate from the people. So Herbert Hoover 
is taking a lot for granted when he says that 
America, by this election, is the first country to 
repudiate the world-wide trend toward planned 
economy. 

In the 16 years of Democratic congressional 
ascendancy, the country has moved far from the 
laissez-faire philosophy of Mr. Hoover and, in 
many respects, it is not going to move back. 
Whoever supposes that yesterday's election was 
a wholesale denunciation of the Roosevelt regime 
will find himself badly mistaken. The Republi- 
cans aren't going to repeal social security, se- 
curity market regulation, the Wagner Act, mini- 
mum wage legislation and other New Deal meas- 
ures. They may be amended but they are here 
to stay. Insofar as world conditions demand the 
planning of our economy, the Republicans will 
have to plan it just as the Democrats have had 
to do. 

Nor can the election be construed as a re- 
pudiation of American foreign policy, which has 
been bi-partisan since before the framing of the 
United Nations Charter. Far-visioned Republi- 
cans like Vandenberg, Ball, Austin, Aiken and 
Saltonstall stand today where they stood before. 
No doubt it would be well to reassure other na- 
tions, which cannot be expected to understand the 
intricate workings of American democracy and 
the operation of the American mind, that this 
is true, Perhaps a joint manifesto by President 
Truman and Republican leaders in Congress 
would give this reassurance. 


Even Aristides Lost 


The election results surprise no one. Since 
the Civil War, the midterm election (with the 
exception of 1934) has uniformly gone against 
the party in power. When a party has been in 
power as long as have the Democrats, it is nat- 
ural, what with accumulated grievances, for the 
tide to run more strongly, as it has now. As an 
added factor, the conduct of the Truman Admin- 
istration since V-J day has not been such as to 
inspire deep confidence. 

The Greeks tired under the almost perfect 
rule of Aristides the Just, and Mr, Truman is no 
Aristides. The American people, likewise, tire 
of the old faces and old personalities. This is 
not just a whimsical or petulant thing. It is 
well, in a democracy, to clean house, to prevent 
politicians from too greatly consolidating their 
power, to bring new and vigorous forces into the 
conduct of public affairs. Sometimes, the party 
in power has been ousted by simple reliance on 
the typical American phrase, half-serious and 
half-humorous, “Turn the rascals out.” 

In any case, the people have spoken, the ten- 
sions and the exaggerations of the campaign are 
over and the Republicans have won a great vic- 
tory. May they exercise their new power wisely 
and well, and may the President, in the two 
problem-laden years before the nation, co-oper- 
ate with the new Congress in the interest of 
the public welfare. 


Unkindest Cut of All 


While the Republican majorities did not run 
as high in Missouri, nowhere in the country does 
their success have the same kind of impact as 
in Mr. Truman’s home state. Four days before 
the election he came back to vote. This sharp- 
ened the focus on Missouri as his entry into the 
primary fight in the Fifth (Kansas City) District 
had done. 

Yet today Missouri has two Republican Sena- 
tors for the first time since Reconstruction days. 
Senator-elect Kem, a political newcomer, un- 
known to the State before the primary, won over 
a personal friend of the President and Gov. Don- 
nelly. 

An even more personal defeat for the Presi- 
dent was the triumph of Republican A. L. Reeves 
Jr. over Enos Axtell for Representative from the 
Fifth District. The President had marked Rep- 
resentative Roger Slaughter for primary defeat 
and with good cause, since Slaughter had been a 
knifer of Administration measures on the Rules 
Committee. But Mr. Truman remained silent 
when evidence of new vote frauds was made 
public. A statement at length came from Sena- 
tor Briggs, but it was too late. The voters 
of the Fifth District made up their MMinds they 
did not like the picture they saw and they voted 
against it. 

St. Louis will have but one Democratic .Con- 
gressman, Frank M. Karsten, who will succeed to 
the seat of Representative Cochran. Since Kar- 
sten has been Cochran’s secretary, this is to a 
large extent a personal victory for Cochran. 


Presidential Possibilities 


Gov. Dewey, the nominal head of the GOP, has 
been re-elected by one of the largest majorities 
ever given a candidate for Governor in New 
York. His majority over Senator Mead is, in 
round numbers, 700,000, or about the same as 
Franklin D. Roosevelt ran up for the same of- 
fice in the Democratic landslide of 1930. 

In Ohio, Gov. Bricker was elected Senator by 
a majority which will encourage his backers in 
the most conservative branch of the party to 
push his candidacy for President again. 

In the Far West, Gov. Warren was unopposed, 


having won both the Democratic and Republican 
nominations. But he has shown new evidence 
of strength in carrying along with him to vie- 
tory a not-too-strong Republican candidate for 
the Senate, who won over the popular son of 
the late Will Rogers. 

Former Gov. Stassen of Minnesota remains in 
the running by virtue of the large majority rolled 
up by Edward J. Thye, his Senate candidate. 

Among the dark horses are Senator Vanden- 
berg and young Senator-elect Lodge of Mas- 
sachusetts. Mr. Vandenberg has been re-elected 
Senator without setting his foot in Michigan, and 
his prestige is high because of his distinguished 
record as one of the American delegates to the 
UN councils, 

Mr. Lodge, heir to a distinguished name, has 
a magnetic personality, an open mind, and an 
excellent record as a fighting soldier. He re- 
signed from the Senate to enter the Army, and 
the ease with which he has rejoined the Senate 
by upsetting the veteran Senator David I. Walsh 
is impressive. He is certainly New England's 
most important contender for the nomination. 

The great danger, to the country and to the 
party, is that the Republicans, with destiny on 
their side, may let the standpatters—the Pews, 
Grundys and the big interests—dictate the nom- 
ination. The forward-looking element of the par- 
ty, which nominated Wendell Willkie, should or- 
ganize against this contingency. If the GOP is 
wise, it will think beyond 1948. 


Clean Breeze 


The high wind swept through the hills of Sev- 
enth Congressional District of Kentucky and 
brushed out Representative Andrew Jackson 
May, chairman of the House Military Affairs 
Committee and central figure in one of the 
worst profiteering scandals of World War II. 

Here the voters put the finger on the one 
Congressman above all others whose name de- 
served to be struck from the rolls. Besides being 
the greedy beneficiary of some of the extortion- 
ate profits of the Erie Basin munitions combine, 
May had an all-round bad record. 


Prairie Fire in Illinois 


The failure of the big city organizations to 
hold the line for the Administration was no- 
where more apparent than in Illinois. Mayor 
Kelly's professional precinct workers could not 
even maintain seats for their Representatives in 
Congress from within the City of Chicago. Re- 
publican nominees have won at least two of 
the nine Chicago districts and may win more. 

A really bright spot for the Democrats among 
the races for seats in the national House was the 
personal victory of Representative Melvin Price 
of East St. Louis, only downstate Illinois Demo- 
cratic Congressman. 

Illinois’s chief loss is the defeat of Mrs. Emily 
Taft Douglas who has served with distinction 
in the post of Representative-at-large. As two 
years ago, she enjoyed independent support but 
nothing like enough to offset the Republican 
sweep over the prairies. It is to be hoped that 
wartime service in the Navy has broadened the 
Republican victor, William G. Stratton. In his 
previous term in the House, he was not only 
narrow of vision, but an easy mark for the tricks 
of George Sylvester Viereck and his German 
propaganda. 


The Judges 


All St. Louis Judges, under the non-partisan 
court plan, were returned to office. The St. 
Louis Bar Association had indorsed them all, 
with the exception of Judges Russell and Sar- 
torius. While the adverse judgment on these 
two did not defeat either, still the returns showed 
the influence ‘of the bar's poll. Judge Russell, 
who narrowly missed bar indorsement, ran below 
the average. Judge Sartorius, after a severely 
adverse judgment by fellow lawyers, was the ob- 
ject of 66,270 No votes, by far the largest num- 
ber cast against any judicial candidate. Probate 
Judge Arnold, who had the smallest number, re- 
ceived only 28,794 adverse votes. 


Regrets 

Outcome of the race for Clerk of the Circuit 
Court of St, Louis is to be regretted. Walter H. 
Toberman, Democrat, had an excellent record in 
his office and in his previous service on the 
Board of Aldermen. He has the satisfaction of 
knowing that his candidacy was supported by 
many St. Louisans who disregarded party con- 
siderations and spoke and marked their ballots 
for him, 


The Library's Fine Victory 


The proposal to increase the St. Louis Public 
Library two cents fully merited the overwhelm- 
ing majority of more than 42.000 which the vot- 
ers gave it. Those hundreds of citizens who 
worked in this public-spirited campaign may 
take satisfaction in the Impressive victory for 
their excellent cause. With the increase the 
library can adjust wages, buy more books and 
periodicals, increase the number of branches, 
and generally enlarge its services to the com- 
munity, 


Casualties and Survivals 


One of the bad features of sweeping change 
is that the broom generally sweeps too indis- 
criminately. Thus, Ohio's exceedingly able and 
popular Gov. Frank J. Lausche went down be- 
fore a virtual unknown. Connecticut's Chase Go- 
ing Woodhouse, an excellent public servant, is out 
of the House. Senators Kilgore and O’Mahoney 
and Congressman Monroney, in spite. of their 
good records, had a very hard battle, succeeded 
in winning. 

Unfortunately, the broom also misses some 
who ¢ould well be spared—Senators Bilbo and 
McKellar, for instance, and Representatives Eu- 
gene Cox of Georgia and Louis Ludlow of In- 
diana. And it sweeps in such persons as Pat 
Hurley, who is running ahead for a New Mexi- 
co senatorship. 


No Goblins 


To those who believe in goblins, spooks and 
various other campaign bogeys, it is to be noted 
that the dreaded PAC does not control the Unit- 
ed States, as many GOP orators implied: nor 
was the Pendergast machine strong enough even 
to elect a President-backed congressional can- 
didate.

Public Opinion 


UNRRA’s care for displaced persons will end in June unless UN 
acts on problem, relief director says; a million people are stateless 
in Europe; asks America to accept some of them; says human beings 
cannot await diplomatic debate “in deep freezer of indifference.” 


From an Address by Fiorello La Guardia, Director General of UNRRA, 
Before the New York Herald Tribune Forum 


The most pathetic and difficult problem 
facing the world today is that of displaced 
persons, 

Shelter for the displaced persons is pro- 
vided by the military and on an emergency 
basis. When hostilities ceased, 6,000,000 
men, women and children from other coun- 
tries were in Germany. 

More than 5,000,000 were repatriated to 
their own countries by the armies of occu- 
pation. This was a gigantic undertaking, 
and the armies deserve credit for the hu- 
mane and expeditious way in which it was 
carried out, 

The residue of some 830,000 in UNRRA 
camps and perhaps another 100,000 scat- 
tered presents a world problem. Some of 
the people do not’ want to return to their 
own homes because of the horrifying mem- 
ories of having seen members of their own 
family and friends deliberately murdered 
in cold blood by the Nazis. Others be- 
cause their homes have been destroyed and 
all family ties lost, and still others who do 
not like the new governments in their old 
homelands. Many were themselves politi- 
cally active. 


Flight of Polish Jews 


While repatriation has increased the sum 
total, repatriation of displaced persons is 
not decreasing appreciably because of the 
large number of Jewish infiltrees now com- 
ing from Poland. 

These people, I have ruled, are entitled 
to UNRRA care as displaced persons, The 
British military authorities in Germany 
deny them DP status and refuse them shel- 
ter and food, 

I personally took up the matter with the 
Prime Minister of Great Britain, Mr, Clem- 
ent Attlee, and sought to prevail upon him 
to accept our interpretation of the agree- 
ment. The British Government refused to 
change its policy. Therefore, these infil- 
trees coming from Poland are all crowding 
into the American zone, making living con- 
ditions in the camps more uncomfortable 
than before. 

UNRRA shall continue its various opera- 
tions with respect to displaced persons only 
until June 30, 1947, unless prior to that 
time they are undertaken by the Interna- 
tional. Refugee Organization or by any in- 
terim commission, or by any other appro- 
priate body designated by the United Na- 
tions, 


10,000 Little Children 


There are now pending for approval be- 
fore the General Assembly of the United 
Nations a constitution for the IRO and 
an arrangement for a preparatory commis- 
sion, 

The Economic and Social Council has 
approved a provisional budget for the first 
financial year totaling $160,851,000. It is 
not enough, but a good start. 

The plight of the little children is heart- 
rending. The children who were kidnaped 
from their homes or had their parents mur- 
dered is another example of the Nazi bru- 
tality and degradation. 

UNRRA has found in Germany approxi- 
mately 10,000 unaccompanied children out 
of the unknown thousands of children who 
were kidnaped by the Germans from the 
neighboring countries and brought to Ger- 
many to be Nazified or used for slave 
labor, 


The problem of the displaced persons is 
one that must be intelligently, construc- 
tively and humanely met. It cannot be de- 
layed. Human beings cannot be placed ina 
deep freezer of indifference awaiting de- 
bates of diplomats, 


A Stockpile of Misery 


This stockpile of human misery cannot 
be left abandoned after UNRRA ceases its 
activities on June 30, 1947. The work of 
repatriation will continue, and yet the best 
we can hope fer is to repatriate perhaps 
150,000 more. That will still leave several 
hundred thousands that must be placed. 
And there is only one way to do it, and 
that is for every country to do its share. 


By doing its share, I do not mean con- 
tributing money to feed them and keep 
them in continued confinement in camps. 
There is a great deal of salvageable useful- 
ness and happiness in these people. 

No country has done as much in express- 
ing sympathy and understanding than our 
own, Yet, to date, we have not done much 
really constructive. We must set the ex- 
ample. If every country would take its 
proportionate share of these people, it 
would not only save hundreds of thousands 
of souls but would benefit the country, 

Why, here in New York City alone we 
could employ 20,000 housemaids, and the 
same is true of the rest of our country. Our 
classification shows 77,000 farmhands. They 
are needed not only in this country but in 
many others. 

In a new land these people will be use- 
ful citizens, Kept in camps they will de- 
teriorate and become useless. Turned loose 
in the economy of Germany they will create 
a political problem. 


If America Leads the Way 


I have submitted a plan that would per- 
mit the allocation of unused immigration 
quotas for a short period in order to pro- 
vide a haven for these people. I am con- 
fidently hopeful that if the United States 
would take 150.000 or 175,000, the United 
Kingdom would then relent and would 
change its present restrictive policy on im- 
migration to Palestine. 


Nothing will be done by Great Britain 
until the United States does something. 
Brazil has already presented a plan. Can- 
ada and Australia will surely follow our 
exmple. Bolivia and Venezuela, Peru and 
Chile are interested. Yes, all countries will 
follow our lead, 

In this, like many other problems, the 
United States must set the example. This, 
like in other cases, is because of our for- 
tunate position and the leadership which 
has come to us. 

This job should be completed in 1947. 
The morale and physical resistance of these 
unfortunate people cannot hold out much 
longer. They have a right to live,

Considered only as a tour 
de force it is surely a remarkable piece of 
composition, especially as a sustained vital- 
ity is evident from start to finish. In every 
line it bears the impress of “the Blitz”: it 
is the expression of the soul of a people 
written at white heat at a time when that 
soul was being tried and tested as never 
before. It is not surprising that English 
reviewers should have treated it with ail- 
most reverential respect. | 

While the American reception cannot, 
for obvious reasons, be so rapturous, there 
is no dombt that, as William Rose Benet 
says, this is “one of the big things that 
have come out of England in verse.” Lest 
the casual reader be deterred, by reason of 
its length, from reading through it, he is 
recommended to start at Page 426, where 
begins “Fantastic Symphony, AD 1918-1938.” 
He will find this one of the most brilliant 
pieces of satiric writing he has seen in

One Down, One to Go. 


Mowrer: Jim, will Stalin's ac- 
¢eptance of the ecenomic and po- 
litical unification of Germany af- 
fect our chances of making that 
eountry permanently harmless? 

Pollock: If words mean any- 
thing, Stalin has removed the 
more important of the two ob- 
stacies to the implementation of 
the Potsdam Agreements and of 
Becretary Byrnes's Stuttgart 
speech, The remaining obstacle is 
‘France. 

Mowrer: Isn't a centralized Ger- 
Many dangerous” 

Pollock: A central government 
doesnt necessarily mean a cen- 
tralized government. Our policy 
is to promote a decentralized fed- 
_@ral Germany with large powers 
remaining with the states. Every 
modern state needs a central gov- 
ernment, particularly Germany 
with its highly integrated econ- 
omy. 

Mowrer: Precisely—the same in- 
tegrated and efficent economy 
that has enabled Germany twice 
to attack its neighbors, 


The Signs Are Favorable. 


Pollock: Not. Germany's econ- 
omy but the kind of vicious people 
who got control of it and debased 
it, made Germany dangerous. 

Mowrer If you believe that, 
why limit German _ industrial 

-output at all’? 

Pollock: As an added element 
of security. Stalin, far from be- 
ing worried over Germany's pro 
ductive capacity, proposes an in- 
crease -—— something which many 
American and British experts have 
thought necessary. 

Mowrer: How can one advocate 
turning the administration back 
to Germans before being sure that 
their second conversion to democ- 
racy is sincere’ 

Pollock: The Germans in our 
yone, always under our control, 
have demonstrated that they can 
administer their Own services 
better than anyone else. No one 
can be absolutely sure yet that 
the Germans are converted to de- 
mocracy. But the signs are nearly 
all favorable. What would you 
have us do, convert.them to Com- 
munism or just do nothing? 

Mowrer: What about Stalin’s 
implied charge that we Americans 
are coddling Nazis? 


The Road Back. 


Pollock: Repetition of this 
charge is vicious misrepresenta- 
tien The truth is, we are the 
oniy power which has carried out 
2 policy of complete deNazifica- 
tion. The Germans in our zone 


enacted a deNazification law 


which carried forward into Ger- 
man law and in German courts the 
program we had ruthlessly ap- 
plied, often to our own administra- 
tive embarrassment. You saw how 
Schacht, acquitted by the Interna- 
tional Tribunal, was immediately 
brought within the furisdiction of 
the German deNazification law. 

Mowrer: What then does Stalin 
mean in insisting that Germany 
must be more thoroughly democ- 
ratized”? 

Pollock: Russian use of the 
word democracy is sometimes pe- 
culiar. I like to think he would 
wish the extension of our Ameri- 
can practice to the other zones, 
including the Russian, We have 
taken the lead in starting the 
Germans back on the road to de- 
mocracy, e 

Mowrer: The Germans were put 
on the road to democracy, back 
in 1919—and just see where it 
took them! 


Our Guard Stil] Up. 


Pollock: This time we are tak- 
ing no chances, At the same time 
we are trying to re-build respon- 
sible German democracy, we are 
not letting our guard down, The 
whole fabric of international or- 
ganization as well as American 
national policy rests on.ultimate 
military sanctions, 

Mowrer: But our so-called 
“guard” rests rolely on continued 
allied unity. 

Pollock: No, Germany is so 
largely destroyed. Furthermore, 
we shall deprive Germany of East 
Prussia, Upper Silesia and the 
Saar. 

Mowrer: Why not go farther and 
deprive Germany permanently of 
key power sources like the Ruhr? 

Pollock: That would make it im- 
possible for the Germans to sup-

The G.O.P. captured 28 con- 
gressional seats, a gain of nine in | 
the second largest House delega- 
tion. The Democrats retained 
five. 

Substantial Republican gains in 
both houses of the Legislature as- 
fsured Duff of firm and friendly 
support for his program from the 
biggest Republican majority since 
1932.

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No, Balkan TrainRide 
Not World's Worst

SKOPLJE, Yugoslavia, Nov, 6. 
T HE sooner I forget that train ride from 


Gievgeli to this “Paris of the Balkans,” the 
better, but I’m afraid nothing will ever give 
me back those lost 10 years of life. 

It isn’t that the 
Gievgeli - Skoplje 
train is the world’s 
worst. As a matter 
of personal knowl- 
edge, I know the 
one from Chinchow 
to Mukden in Man- 
churia is worse — 
but not much 
worse. 

Actually one 
ought to be thank- 
ful there is any 
railroad at all and 
I am. Yugoslavia, 
whatever else she 
may be doing, is far 
ahead of other Eu- 

ropean countries in reconstruction. It is only a 
couple of months since this line was restored 
to operation after the war, but this is a notable 
achievement to the credit of Tito’s intensely am- 
bitious government. Like the railroads in Greece, 
these in Yugoslavia were thoroughly and sys- 
tematically and ruthlessly destroyed by the Ger- 
mans when they pulled back into the Reich. 
Unlike Greece, Yugoslavia has them running 
again. A, 
Nevertheless, not even Tito would claim that 
the railroad is operating on a luxury basis. Our

WELL, SKOPLJE came at last, the drab rail- 
road yards full of familiar, rusting wreckage 
veiled by the familiar, dreary mist.

PSYCHOLOGY contributes at least 50 per cent towards A 
professional man’s success, Yet our dental students receive 
hardly one 50-minute lecture on how to get along with people. 

What a young dentist really needs is a series of lectures on 
applied psychology.

How ad- 
vertise himself favorably but within the strict ethics of his 
profession? We have passed the day when excellence in its 
own right will attract sufficient numbers of clients or custom- 
ers. This is the age of advertising. A professional man must 
compete with other bidders for the familly purse, such as de- 
partment store goods, radios, refrigerators, nylon hose, etc, 

Thousands of excellently trained dentists and physicians 
are on the verge of financial collapse because patients do not 
come into their offices. Why? 

In a survey which I made of 250 intelligent adults just be- 
fore I addressed Lawrence's dental convention, I found that 
these people judged a dentist more by his clothes, bis “shiny 
instruments,” modern office lights and latest magazines, radio 
in his reception room, his pleasant personality and clean finger- 
nails, than they did by his college diploma or state license,

AND WHEN they described the least competent dentists 
they had visited, they occasionally mentioned defective fillings, 
but far more often listed such items ag halitosis, alcoholic 
breath, dandruff on his shoulders, specks on his eyeglasses, 
blackheads, unkempt fingernails, roughness, stained teeth of his 
own, and lack of a pleasing disposition, 

They made similar observations regarding physicians, and 
I know these psychological factors are likewise important in 
law offices. 

Too many scientifically trained men fail to realize that the 
patient sizes up a doctor and rates him as efficient or ineffi- 
cient on the basis of popular standards which are psychological 
instead of dental or medical.

the “World Festivals for

dren in war-devastated lands 
Christmas will not be like the 
festive time of former years, for 
their homes may be gone and 
their food may be scant, but these 
presénts. coming from friendly 
children overseas will bring them 
hope that some day again they 
may enjoy an_ old-fashioned 
Christmas, celebrated in their own 
traditional ways.

WHILE I AM telling you about 
this children’s festival, I should 
also like to mention the work be- 
ing done by the American Junior 
Red Cross in the 1945-1946 period. 

These youngsters are learning to 
be members of a noteworthy or- 
ganization, and both at home and 
abroad they do an amazing 
amount, of good, In the schools 
of New York, for instance, a re- 
markable international and na- 
tional program of service is car- 
ried on. Last year, for instance, 
the Junior Red Cross collected 
$27,917.37 for the National Chil- 
dren’s Fund. More than 8500 gift 
boxes were made up, and 1033 soft 
toys and 900 cakes of soap were 
collected, 


Clothes were remodeled for chil- 
dren in war-ravaged countries, 
and innumerable children began 
to correspond with other children 
in foreign countries, This last- 
named activity often has far- 
reaching results, and may lead 
later to an interchange of visits. 

In the veterans’ hospitals of this 
area alone, the American Junior 


Red Cross provided a Christmas 
tree, 850 Christmas gifts, 17,084 
candy cups, 4910 tray mats and 
many other things that must have 
gone into celebrations for various 
gala occasions,

(1) Practice citizenship respon- 
sibility, locally, nationally, and in- 
ternationally; (2) render service 
to the hospitalized, the unfortu- 
nate, the suffering, thereby creat- 
ing a sense of responsibility for 
the welfare of others; (3) create 
an interdependent world, a belief 
in the dignity of man, and an ap- 
preciation for the cultural contri- 
butions of all peoples; (4) develop 
future leaders and workers for 
social service everywhere.

what concerns teachers has a deep 
concern in me. At present, the 
matter of teachers’ salaries is be- 
ing discussed and we hope, being 
taken seriously enough for action. 
Teachers are professional people 
whose preparation for their work 
has been long and arduous. Their 
responsibility is tremendous, yet 
they are the most poorly paid of 
all professions. That means that 
fewer and fewer first-class people 
will elect to teach and that means 
poorer schools and less powerful 
citizens for the future. 


Money paid to teachers is al- 
Ways well-spent. It brings in able 
teachers; it permits teachers al- 
ready in the schools to acquire 
the books they need, to enjoy the 
experiences that enrich their 
minds and inspire their thinking. 
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TEACHERS need to go to the 
theater, to concerts, to buy good 
books, to eat good food, to enjoy 
comfortable homes. A wise com- 
munity looks well to the material 
needs of its schools and its teach- 
ers, for, from those sources, rise 
the citizens of high quality to 
make the community life fruitful, 
rich, rewarding in beauty and 
spirituality. 


The people of the communities 
seem to understand this and are 
willing to increase their teachers’ 
salaries adequately. Then the 
boards have to take over and some 
of them do strange things, even 
shameful things. For example, a 
board decides that the money al- 
lowed for teachers’ increases is to 
be doled out according to some 
pet scheme of certain board mem- 
bers, certain influential people, 
some supervisors, Always there 
are selfish folk waiting their 
chance to profit by any public ex- 
penditure and schools suffer along 
with other public institutions.

SOME BOARDS decide that 
raises which the people intended 
that teachers use for the higher 
cost of living is to be on a gradu- 
ated scale according to the years 
of experience of the teacher. The 
more years, the more dollars. Now 
isn't a young teacher as hungry as 
an old one? And doesn’t he wear 
as many clothes, and doesn't he 
need all the things older folk need, 
such as housing, transportation, 
insurance? 


Then some boards say teachers 
must take certain courses to get 
any raise at all and this is ar- 
ranged with a college or a uni- 
versity that needs the money 
these courses will bring in. Is a 
teacher never to cease taking 
courses? Is he never to be allowed 
to lay out his own course of study? 

Teachers are workers, profes- 
sional workers of high importance 
to the community. They should 
be paid well, and no strings at- 
tached to the increase allowed by 
the community to meet the higher 
cost of living.

HOLLYWOOD, Nov. 6. 


UST as Hollywood screen ac- 
J tors pioneered the world-wide 

craze for gin rummy six years 
ago, they’re back at it again, 
whipping up some new competi- 
tion with those fascinating paste- 
boards, 

This time it’s “Oklahoma” and 
if you take the current and fast- 
increasing interest in this game 
as testimony, it’s likely to sweep 
the country just as “gin” did a 
few years back, 

In star dressing rooms, in far 
corners of the sound stages, at 
Luéey’s, the Brown Derbys and 
other film-populated restaurants 
around the colony, they’re at it 
like demons, allowing their vic- 
tuals to grow cold as they study 
their hands. 

The rage for “Oklahoma,” com- 
ing suddenly after the gin rummy 
epidemic had shown every sign of 
subsiding into a mere trickle, now 
has many studio heads worried. 
At Twentieth Century-Fox, for in- 
stance, a ban has gone up on card 
playing. It’s an edit pretty diffi- 
cult to enforce, however, especial- 
ly among the stars, for they have 
private dressing rooms and bun- 
galows and defy anyone in author- 
ity to invade that privacy. 

“Worst part of this new game,” 
declared one studio tycoon, “is 
that it’s not necessarily confined 
to a pair of players as was usually 
the case with gin. Here they can 
gather in twos, threes and four- 
somes to play ‘Oklahoma’ and, 
counting the usual number of 
kitbitzers, that takes a lot of peo- 
ple away from script-studying or 
whatever they should be doing on 
our time.” 

“Oklahoma” first was intro- 
duced, according to best authori- 
ties, on the set of “Love and 
Learn” at Warner’s and by two of 
that studio’s youngest stars, Mar- 
tha Vickers and Robert Hutton. 
It soon spread all around the lot 
and then from Warner’s to Para- 
mount, across to Metro-Goldwyn-

measure. That makes a total of 
105 cards, Now, then, assuming 
that you know the rudiments of 
good old “gin,” here are the fun- 
damental rules to follow in assimi- 
lating your know-how on “Okla- 
homa,” as detailed to us by Miss 
Vickers. 

Thirteen cards are dealt to each 
player.
